The at- 
tacks on it expose us here in 
America for the paradoxical, 
inconsistent human béings that 
we are. We again failed, in the 
second World War, to do what 
we should have done in meet- 
ing the cost of it while it was 
being fought. We had talked, 
ahead of it, of fighting a “pay- 
as-you-go” war. But we didn’t. 
Politics and the considerations of 
winning elections caused us to 
ZO easy and make the tax load 
less heavy than the grim facts of 
our economy required. 


But, in this Korean adventure, 
which must be tied in with the 
whole anti-Communist policy of 
“aid” to anti-Communist areas, 
we have done the best job in our 
history—in taxes and in contain- 
ing Communist aggression. 


In other years we talked pious- 
ly about the wickedness of put- 
ting a tax load on future gener- 
ations. But, when we came to 
the licklog of imposing taxes to 
pay as we went, we dodged it 
and put the burden cynically on 
future generations. 


Best Job 


But this time we are doing the 
best job in our history of paying 
the cost of war and war-preven- 
tion through rearmament and aid 
to our friends. The tax burden 
is high, and will be difficult for 
most of us to pay. 


Yet, it will not be a consistent 
citizen who will say the taxes 
should be less than they are. 
This generation cannot, in con- 
science, pass the load on to other 
generations yet to come, nor 
could we have afforded the in- 
flation a large money supply 
would have caused. 


The fact that Harry S. Truman 
urged the taxes now existing, and 
calls for yet more (which he will 
not get), probably was, and ir, 
the real clue to his intentions 
about the nomination. More than 
anything else, the tax burden has 
caused Americans to react against 
him and his administration. When 
that administration was found to 
be infiltrated by corrupt men and 
practices, the proper resentment 
of the people grew apace. There 
is today, more than ever before; 
a feeling that we need a change 
so there may be a revision of 
bureaus and a review of spending 
procedures. 


Abuser 


The real rock in the shoe of 
the taxpayer is his belief the 
money is not being spent wisely 
and with as much economy as 
possible. Latest revelations about 
abuses of the “cost-plus” con- 
tracts, which contracts have been 
a great inducement to waste and 
careless, costly methods, further 
roused the ire of the taxpayer, 
who is limping and sore and will 
be more so by March 15. 

All that is true. There has been 
waste. There has been corrup- 
tion. Politics have played too 
much part in settlement of delifi- 
quent taxes by major violators 
and by racketeers. There must 
be an end to it. , 

As matters stand inflation is 
greatly checked. It has, in fact, 
made almost no gains since mid- 
December. Also, the Federal Re- 
serve Bank indicates that since 
last October the American peo- 
ple suddenly began to save money 
on an astonishingly large scale. 
That was to meet taxes. So, the 
checking of inflation has brought 
on what is, in fact, a mild sort 
of recession. It likely will last, 
but not worsen, past the period 
paying of taxes. Then business 
should pick up. 

So, while hurt, angry, and re- 
duced in our standard of living, 
let’s admit that the bill is ours, 
and inflation joins to require 
that taxes must be high to pay 
as much as we can. World lead- 
ership—and war- -ome high.

At Eisenhower’s headquarters 


‘ outside Paris recently, I tried to 


get a conclusion. on this situa- 
tion. This American force, thus 
far the nucleus and muscle of 
the United Nations, is ready to 
fight and at least half expects 
the Russians to start that fight 
any minute. That is the frank 
basis of all this preparation. And 
two generals at SHAPE who 
knew the formidable number of 
camp followers gathered around 
our European Army admitted 
that no field army expecting an 
attack should encumber itself 
with wives, children, mothers- 
in-law, dogs, canaries, goldfish 
arid cuckoo clocks, Yet one gen- 
eral turned to the other and 
said, “Well, my wife’s here and 
so’s yours and so’s Ike’s so how 
can we tell lieutenants and ser- 
geants that their wives can’t 
come too?” 


That’s a fair way of put- 
ting the case. Generals have 
no more excuse than the lower 
ranks for bringing their wives 
into a field of war where they 


If all this is just maneuvers, 
that’s one thing, but that is not 
what any of them say it is. Yet 
by these indications well within 
the zone of a couple of days 
striking by maximum. Soviet 
power, Truman, Eisenhower and 
all the rest of them give ground 
for the suspicion that this is 
just another of those familiar 
election-year crises of the party 
of humanity to create jobs, false 
prosperity .and a rakeoff for 
unions by the only method 
Roosevelt and Truman ever 
knew—war.

I even heard one engineer boast 
that we could detend the Rhine, 
which was two minutes after he 
boasted that he organized the 
invincible storming of the Rhine 
by the Americans against a tired 
but almost fanatical army of the 
best soldiers in the world. 

But if the Rhine is to be our 


line of defense, our first firm 


stand after brief rearguard ac- 
tions, why does the American 
command act like Pancho Vil- 
la, whose peasants and cowboys 
brought their women, children, 
pots and kettles trailing glong 
with them? 

If this is just a field exercise 
let them all come, but if it is a 
stand against an enemy who can 
almost throw grenades from his 
jumping off place into Darm- 
stadt, Heidelberg, and Stutt- 
gart, this is no plage for: tour- 
ists. As matters have been ex- 
plained to me, not many of these 
women and children are going to 
get away anyhow and those who 
do, will jam up the roads like 
the wheelbarrow convoys that 
the Stukas ripped to bloody tat- 
ters in Belgium. The evidence 
on every hand in the ruins pro- 
duced by relatively clumsy 
bomb attacks from distant bases 
seems to have no warning effect 
on our generals.

Ice Chokes 
‘Tributaries, | 
Slows Flood 


PORTSMOUTH, Ohio, Jan. 30. 
—The overflowing Ohio River 
coursed through main streets in 
two cities Wednesday, but near- 
zero temperatures and floodwalls 
lessened the hazard of further 
serious damage from a flood that 
turned sections of the Ohio Valley 
into a muddy sea. 

The river crested at 51.5 feet at 
Pomeroy, Ohio, 90 miles upstream 
from here, where 600 persons and 
45 business places were evatuated. 
Water was rolling three to four 
feet deep through the city’s main 
street. ) 

The main business section at 
Marietta remained under water, 
but it was receding. Service to 732 
telephones was restored and dam- 
aged natural gas mains were re- 
paired. 


DEATH MARCH HALTS 


For the first time in 24 hours, 
no additional deaths were reported 
from the flood that struck Ohio 
Valley sections of Pennsylvania, 
West Virginia, Ohio, Kentucky and 
Indiana Sunday, leaving some 
9,000 persons homeless. 


Nine persons were known dead 
and one man was missing and 
presumed dead. 

Bright sunshine bathed the 
flooded valley lands Wednesday, 
but it did little to dispel the seven- 
degree cold. 


The cold, which froze many 
smaller streams, helped cut down 
the runoff. River forecasters 
quickly began revising crest fig- 
ures downward. 


HUNDREDS EVACUATED 


The river crested at 53.8 feet 
at Gallipolis, located 10 miles 
south of Pomeroy. Only five fami- 
lies were affected, although roads 
to the city were cut. 


The water hit 54.9 feet here and 
was expected to crest at 57 feet. 
The city was safe and:-dry, how- 
ever, behind a 77-foot high flood 
wall. Several hundred families in 
unprotected areas were evacuated.

BATON ROUGE, La., Jan. 30— 
(P#—Louisiana Republican leaders 
favoring Senator Taft for presi- 
dent dealt a surprise in the GOP 
state central committee Wednes- 
day by voting to declare null and 
void a Jan. 15 Republican pri- 


mer. 

val Republican forces in 
Louisiana backing Taft and Gen- 
eral Eisenhower have been joust- 
ing politically for several weeks, 
with Taft ‘leaders in control of 
state party machinery. 


The committee vote was 41-1,\5 


with 29 votes by proxy, to declare 
the primary illegal. 

The conflict, stirred by Ike fol- 
lowers, is aimed at eventual con- 
trol of Louisiana’s delegates to 
the national GOP convention in 
July. 

In the Republican primary, first

Many others have 
indicated, through editorial ex- 
pression, a preference for Taft or 
Eisenhower, but have not defi- 
nitely declared themselves.

No newspaper endorsements 
were reported for Governor War- 
ren of California, or ex-Governor 
Stassen, the other two declared 
Republican candidates. The AP 
bureaus in California reported no 
formal statements by newspapers 
on behalf of any candidate, al- 
though Governor Warren is con- 
sidered in complete control of the 
state’s Republican delegates. 


LINES ARE DRAWN 


Newspapers in the largest sin- 
gle group for Senator Taft listed 
themselves as “Independent-Re- 
publican.” 

Eisenhower’s major support, as 
indicated Wednesday, is from 23 
newspapers describing themselves 
as “independent,” politically. Four 
“Democratic” and six “Indepen- 
dent-Democratic” journals have 
endorsed the general. 

In Eisenhower’s home state, 
Kansas, 10 daily papers have for- 
mally declared for him. One is 
supporting Senator Taft. 

Indicating that political interest 
is hottest in the Middle West, 
about half the total known en- 
dorsememts for Taft or Eisenhower 
have ecome from dailies in this 
area. They include the Chicago 
Tribune (Taft); the Kansas City 
Star (Eisenhower), the St. Louis 
Globe Democrat (Eisenhower), 
and the Cincinnati Times-Star 
(Taft). ’ 


In the East, the New York 
Times, New York Merald-*ribune 
and Providence (R. I.) Journal-' 
ulletin are among those support- 
ing Eisenhower, The four known 
endorsements in Maine are all for 
Taft. The only declaration, so far, 
in Washington, D. C., has been by 
the ‘Times-Herald for Taft.

CARTERSVILLE, Jan. 30. 

Eddie Goosetree signed a 
husky 18-year-old Irish-In- 
dian to a Detroit Tiger con- 
tract in 1933 and wired the 
home office: “Have _ signed 
a ball player. Don’t know 
what position he _ should 
play.” 

They never did find out. 
Rudy York was shuffled 
from mitt and mask to third 
to the outfield to first. The 
Tigers, in desperation, finally 
stationed him at first base. 

Rudolph Preston York al- 
ways was an erratic field- 
er. He led American League 
catchers in passed balls and 
in percentage perfection, led 
first basemen in errors one 
season, in fielding another. 


A Detroit writer once 
quipped that York was 
half Indian, half first- 
man, But with a bat you 
knew Rudy would do. He 
was one of the greatest 
sluggers of his era. 


In 13 major league sea- 
sons—nine at Detroit—York 
hammered 277 homers and 
blasted 18 round-trippers in 
one month, something Babe 
Ruth or no other hitter ever 
did. 

The poling Peach from 
Georgia hit his peak in 1943. 


That was the year he topped 
the circuit in homers (34), 
rbi’s (118) and in total bases. 


After nilaying in three 
world series and five all- 
star games, York’s major 
league light flickered and 
went out when the Phil- 
adelphia A’s cut him adrift 
in 1948. 


Since that time, Rudy’s 
baseball path, like that of so 
many other great stars, has 
not been bright. You might 
say of his career now that 
he is out but not down. 

“I’d like to stay in-the 
game as a manager,” York 
said Wednesday as he talked 
shop in the parlor of his neat 
brick home. “I’m working for 
Hank .Greenberg at the 
Cleveland Indians’ minor 
league camp in Daytona 
Beach this Spring, and a job 
may bob up there. 


“One thing’s certain,” he 
continued. “I don’t want to 
experience another season 
like °51, when I managed 
three clubs (Youngstown, 
New Castle and Oil City), 
but few § real players.

Atlanta women are interested 
in the fundamentals of money 
management on a national scale 
as well as on the butcher’s 
scale where the value of a dol- 


lar is quickly brought home in 
a very small parcel. 

More than 300 feminine 
keepers of household and per- 
sonal funds gathered at the 
public library Wednesday for 
the opening session of the Fi- 
nance Forum being sponsored 
through February by the Citi- 
zens and Southern National 
Bank. 

Dr. Earl L. Butz, professor 
of economics at Purdue Uni- 
versity, Lafayette, Ind., opened

Subjects wil include Life Insur- 
ance and Social Security; Home 
Ownership: Investing in Stocks 
and Bonds and Wills, Trusts 
and Taxes. 


PRINCE OR PAUPER 


Dr. Butz based his talk, titled 
“Prince or Pauper,” on a gen- 
eral international picture of 
economics. 

He said Americans had 
earned their places as ‘‘Princes” 
in the economical world through 
“work, thrift, saving and invest- 
ment.” 

“The United States must not 
underestimate the position 
women occupy in economic 
and educational affairs,” he 
stated. 

Dr. Butz urged the return of 
the basie philosophy, “an hon- 
est day’s work for an hon- 
est dollar” and said the United 
States could remain wealthy 
only by producing even more 
goods and services. 

After the lecture an informal 
question and answer period was 
held. In reply to the question 
“How can a homemaker help 
put across this theory of higher 
living standards through in- 
creased industrial production,” 
he replied: 

BRAINS VS. BRAWN 


“Perhaps her most important 
job is to urge her husband to 
better his position by improving 
himself. We are coming into an 
age where brains outweigh 
brawn.” 

Dr. Butz spaced his talk with 
bits of humor and continued to 
display it when asked, “How 
many college professors speak 
and think as you do? They 
weren't like that 20 years ago 
when I went to college.” 

He tossed the anonymous 
written Guery aside with, 
“Surely this is not an authentic 
question. There isn’t a woman 
in this audience old enough 
to have attended college 20 
years ago.”

The recommended amend- 
ments to the “Egg, Marketing 
Regulations” Act will mean that 
all individual containers of one- 
half dozen or more eggs offered 
for sale in Georgia shall have 
plainly stamped on them the 
following information. 


Name of the state of origin 
(Georgia, Iowa, Minnesota or 
wherever they came from), the 
size, the grade, the date of 
PRODUCTION, and one of the 
following: “fresh, storage, or 
processed.” 


That date of production 
means the week the egg was 


laid. As it is now, the date of 
PACKING is often given and 
after all an egg may have been 
laid months ago but actually not 
packed until this week, hence 
easily construed as fresh eggs. 


RULES FOR EGGS 


All places offering eggs for 
sale shall have a placard 8 by 
11 inches setting forth most of 
the above information in letters 
one inch high. 

Restaurants, hotels and other 
eating places will be required 
to also display a placard about

Men who really know the egg 
business have suggested a new 
section be added to the proposed 
bill requiring that all eggs !be 
held under refrigeration at a 
minimum of 55 degrees. It will 
be a blessing in disguise when 
everyone realizes eggs are as 
perishable as dairy products, and 
need constant refrigeration. 

As things stand now, it is best 
to know what a good egg is and 
buy as wisely as you can. Eggs 
are graded on the basis of out- 
side appearance, weight and in- 
terior quality. 

Interior quality is judged by 
candling. Candling consists of 
holding and turning the egg be- 
fore a beam of light strong 
enough to observe the interior. 


HERE’S A GOOD YOKE 


Egg candlers look for yolk and 
white condition, cleanliness of 
the shell, tetxure and size. Most 
@ggs are graded and often packed 


under a brand name. These are, 


good buying guides. 

Your choice of quality eggs 
should be determined by the use 
and price. Buy the highest 


quality for poaching, frying and ! 


cooking in the shell. Lower 
qualities are more economically 
used for other cooking. 

Of course you know the shell 
color has nothing to do with 
quality. Color is a breed charac- 
teristic. Shell color does not af- 
fect the flavor, nutritive value, 
or cooking performance. 

Neither is it a guide to yolk 
color. Yolk color is determined 
by heredity and diet. 

In the home, keep the refrig- 
erated eggs you buy from the 
store in your refrigerator. Keep 
the eggs in a covered container 
to protect them from foods with 
strong odors. Remove from the 
refrigerator only the eggs 
needed for cooking.
